SEPTEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $U.17 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $>U.17  for  September  1959  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3*5  percent,  and  will 
be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.5  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to 
a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  author¬ 
ized  hauling  charge. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producer  receipts  are  almost  5  percent  higher  on  a  daily  basis  from  the  August 
delivery  period.  This  is  a  little  unusual  in  the  production  pattern  of  this 
market,  because  October  or  November  are  the  low  production  months,  and  the 
trend  in  September  is  usually  toward  the  low  months.  Several  years  of  exper¬ 
ience  with  the  base-excess  plan  has,  no  doubt,  had  its  effect  on  the  seasonal 
pattern  of  production.  Compared  with  production  of  a  year  ago,  it  is  up  5.6 
percent,  but  this  can  be  attributed  to  an  increase  by  the  addition  of  one  handler 
to  the  pool.  Other  handlers  have  quit  during  the  year,  but  their  producers 
were  kept  on  the  market  by  the  purchasers. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Summer  vacations  being  over  and  children  back  in  school,  a  large  increase  of 
10  percent  in  Class  I  sales  is  noted  from  the  August  delivery  period.  The 
increase  over  a  year  ago  is  only  U.5  percent,  but  when  one  additional  handler 
is  accounted  for  compared  to  last  year,  the  daily  increase  would  be  very 
slight.  Of  the  total  producer  receipts,  8U  percent  were  classified  as  Class  I, 
which  is  a  high  utilization  percentage  compared  to  other  nearby  markets. 

BASE  REGULATIONS 

All  producers  requesting  "new  producer  status",  or  having  less  than  90  days 
production  received  by  a  handler  in  the  months  of  September,  October,  November, 
and  December  1959,  will  be  paid  on  the  following  basis  for  April,  May,  June, 
and  July  I960:
